Sou.hern Lands in the Northern 
Markets. 


Objections to the South An- 
Wered. 


Farms and a Welcome for all 
Good Men, 


By permission of a good friend, who 
feels a warm interest in everything that 
affects the welfare of Memphis, we are 
enabled to publish the following corres- 
pondence. ‘he first letter is from an 
intelligent lawyer and former officer in 
the United States army; a gentleman of 
some experience in life, and who has 
the credit in his section of being very 
conservative. The ideas of the people of 
the South to which he gives expression, 
are those Which, unfortunately for us, 
are prevalent among classes whom we 
thipk we should take special pains to 
disabuse of the false impressions that 
give rise tothem. This is done to some 
extent by the rejoinder of the gentle- 
man ‘*A,’’ to whom we owe it that we 
are able to publish a correspondence that 
we hope will be productive of good re- 
sults to our people and section. We 
unite with “A.”? in urging the settle- 
ment of our vacant lands by industrious 
and thrifty farmers from the North and 
the West, as well as by immigrants 
from the more crowded ceuntries of 
Europe. ‘' There is room ior all of us,’’ 
aud fortunes for all, Ciimate, soil and 
‘*the best in the world,’’ invite. 

ere is the correspondence : 

| MACOMB, ILL., March 24, 1869. 

Dear Sir: Your favor of the 24 inst., 
came tohbaud in due time. We will do 
all we can to assist in the eale of any 
lands you may have in your hands, but 
the prospect is not very flattering at 
present, as there is no inquiry for land 
in the South. All the emigration from 
here is westward, out on the line of some 
of ihe established or proposed railroads 
across the plains. Like you, I think 
that in many placesSouth there are good 
chanees for the investment of either 
small or large amounts of capital in 
in lands that. will in a short time be 
greatly increased in valus; and this 
idea was entertained by a great many of 
the cilizens of the North at the close of 
the war; apd a great many of our best 
citizens, those who would be valuable 
acquisitions te any country or society, 
would in ali probability have sought 
homes in many of the Southern States, 
but that very soon reports began tocome 
back from thereof the uneettled condi- 
tion of society, the insecurity of life and 
the strong prejudice against Northerners 
settling there, existing throughout the 
Southern States, which greatiy discour- 
aged emigration in that direction, and 
their attention has been turned to the 
lands of the great West which the new 
railroads are opening to civilization and 
improvement. 

To what extent these reports are or 
have been true Il am unable to say, but 
I am certaiu that enough confidence has 
been placed in them to deter many from 
goiog that otherwise would have located 
there, and who would have been of infi- 
nitsly more value to that country than 
the sharks and cffice bunters who rush- 
ed down there at ibe close of the war to 
make their fortunes out of the misfor- 
tuues of those who sutfered by the war. 
Farmers and mechanics, and all that 
clase of steady working men that have 
made our own Prairie State what it is, 
are, in my judgment, the men whom the 
South should encourage to come in and 


settle, aud who by their gocd working 


babite would soon bring a great degres of 
prosperity to say Gtatg or conntry. Let 
tbe people, both North and South, ofce 
understand each other rightly, and know 
that they are free and sscure in any part 
of the Union, to follow their own desires 
in any legitimate business, and all will 
be benefitted, and the unpleasant feel- 
ings engendered by the war will soon 
vanish, except from the minds of those 
who have baen sorely tried, and in their 
cases will be greatly modified, 

I Joadt not but that these reports have 
been greatly exaggerated, and a little 
effort on the part of Southern men and 


journals would do much toclear up this 


misunderstanding, sod bring about a 
better state of feeling, Tne best way to 
get rid of inefficient and lazy help ie to 
induce better class to come in, and the 
worthiess ones must get out and make 
way for them. 

I shall bs very -~— if, when you have 
leisure, you would employ sa little time 
giving me any information you may 


think vaiuable or interesting concerning 


any part of the South, and if I caninasy 
way return the favor I will be only too 
giad to do so. 

I would like some information as to the 
price of farming land, either improved 
or unimproved, in the neighborhood of 
Memphis, or of other piaces you are fa- 
miliar witb, and anything you may 
choose to say about crops, culture, etc. 
By farming iand we here always mean 
that without timber on. It would be al- 
most an impossibility to get a farmer 
here to entertain for a moment the idea 
of clearing afarm. Also, please give 
me the price of vacant lots and biocks 
in Memphis, reasonably convenient to 
business localities. .

MEMPHIS, March 30, 1869. 


My Dear Sir; It is true a feeling 
which you call prejudice has existed, 
and tosome extent still exists, against 
Northern people, in the minds of our 
people. This was to be expected. Hu- 
man nature is not so charitable as to for- 
give and forget. injuries, fancied or real, 
ina very..short time. But that feeling 
has been ‘' greatly exaggerated’ in the 
Northerao papers. The time has never 
been when the “farmer or mechanic,’’ 
coming from your section and seeking 
to better his condition in the South, was 
not welcomed by the great masses of our 
people. If that class of citizens had 
come amongst us in the outset, and the 
“sharks and office-huaters’’ had staid 
at home, the era of good feeling would 
be much-nearer at hand. As itis, this 
latter ciass of emigrants have well nigh 
found their level. Our people have, in 
three years’ experience, found out that 
Lthese are the disturbing elements in our 
society, and the great obstacies in the 
way of a revival of business and pros- 
perity in our section. Let your 
pecpie now be fuily persuaded of 
this fact. It is a truth upon 
which they can place the moat 
implicit reliance. No people on earth 
were ever more ready, willing, anxious, 
eager to receive and welcome an increase 
of population than we are now to receive 
and welcome the laboring and business 
men of the Northintoour micst. Every 
inducement possible is held out to such 
c!asses, and we will do everything in our 
power to encourage them and render 
their residence amongst us agreeable and 
profitable. 

As to the ‘‘ security of life and proper- 
ty,’’ I believe it is as well insured to the 
good citizen in the South, no odds what 
may have been his birth place, as in any 
other part of the Union. The only ex- 
ceptions to this rule are in districts of 
country where the administration of the 
laws have been entrusted to the hands of 
those ‘‘ sharks and office-hunters’’ who 
have been successful in their hunt,

BONNETS AND HATS. 

The first bounets donned for poring are 
trimmed with broad ribbon. The Fan- 
chon of last season is stylishly modern- 
ized by adding a coronet of straw and 
flowers, a bow and streamera of ribbons 
behind, with long strings fastened low 
down in front by a bow with f i ged ends. 
Straw-colored ribbon, with seariet and 
black poppies, thin Tuscan straws to be 
worn with black silk suits and straw-col- 
ored kid gioves. White chip with coro- 
nets of ivy orof fern leaves, the tendrils 
covering the bonnet and extending down 
the black Jace circiet in front, are much 
admired. Evening bonnets are of the 
embroidered tulie, white, with thick 
raised dots ef shaded colors, or the striped 
Malines, black or blue, with frosted 
threads. A novelty this season is striped 
crape, pearl-color, pink or biue, with 
shaded pencilings of darker tints. Crape 
lisse will be worn more than plain crape. 
Young ladies and misses wear the round, 
saueer-shape fez in gray straw, trimmed 
with quilling of gray satin around the 
crown, a cluster of pink rose-buds in 


front. 
VEILS. 

Real lace veils fasten behind the chig- 
non, and serve with both round hats and 
bonnets. They are straight at the top, 
short in front, round just beneath the 
chin, *loping away toa point behind. 
The patterns in thread lace are very 
gmall dots with narrow vine border. 
Very pretty ones are sold for $3 60. 
Others cost $15. 

GLUVES. 

The fashionable kid gloves for visiting, 
for the theater and opera, are pale buff 
or Tusean straw-color. The embroidery 
cb the volante is black or white, as one 
fancies. For shopping, the dark Etrus- 
cau brown, Pomona green and cedarberry 
colors are selected. An excellent kid 
glove, with two buttons, is made for 
children of ali sizes, from almost an in 
fant up. 

POLONAISE HOUSE DRESS. 

The Pulonaise is a graceful shape for 
house dresses of wash materials. This 
is simply the polonaise of last season ex- 
tended to the length of a dress skirt. It 
differs from the sacque wrapper pattern 
in having side bodies; from the Guabri- 
elle only in the sloped seam behind. Im- 
ported dresses of p'que and muslin are 
made in this manner, The French use 
a great deal of the old-fashioned, wiry 
book-muslin for morning dresses.

The chemise russe, or blouse waist, of 
Swiss muslin and of black grenadine, is 
embroidered in colors this season.

LINEN AND LACES, 

Linen collars are turned down straicht 
all around, an ineh of linen with a flu- 
ted or pleated ruffis of the same widih. 
Others are edgeii with V2lenciennes, or 
edged with embroidery. The new styles 
sre more fanciful than the plaia tucked 
collars worn of late. Square cuffs have 
rofii:s, embroidery and iace at the wrist 
to match collar, The marine collar, 
pointed on the shoulder, sppaars again 
this season.

SASHES, 

Wide east ribbons striped in the pale 
Watteau colors are the choicest of the 
season.

Othersash ribbons of 
white poult de soie of rich color with 
thick cords of straw color on the edge. 
Solid black sashes have Pompadour 
clustérs in each end, or else a cashmere 
figure. 
NECK-TIES, 

Square silk cravate are among the im- 
portavions. ‘Paey are in bright plaids, 
in Roman bars, and in Pompadour bro- 
cades. They are tobe loosely knotted 
about the neck like the yacht handker- 
chief of last summer. Two dollars and 
twenty-five cents is the price. 

CRINOLINE. 

Very small hoops are worn both for 
the house and street. The tournure is 
large, but there is no increase of size 
from the hips downward. A twin spring 
skirt, two spriogs in each hoop, the hoop 
placed far apart on broad tapes, is very 
popular. It is light and flsxibie and does 
not get out of order easily. Another 
style has a tournure that may be worn 
or not, at the pleasure of the wearer.

DEATH OF JAMES HARPER. 

Jas. HARPER, senior member of the 
great New York publishing house o! 
HaRPER, Brothers, died at his residence 
in New York, on the 28th ult. In 1844, he 
served as Mayor of New York City, hav- 
ing been elected to that office by the Na- 
tive American party. He was in his 
seventy-third year when he met with 
the accident which hestened his death, 
having been born in 1795. From his 
earliest years, he was characterized by 
honesty, uprigitness, great energy and 
a thoroughness in his business as printer 
and publisher which elevated him to 
wealth and distinction. Of late years, 
the serial publications of his house have 
been marked bya peculiar bitterness and 
irjustice towards the South, manifested 
in the desings of NAst and illastra- 
trations utterly devoid of any merit be- 
yond what prejudice could give them. 
This has becionuded tke HARPERS to the 
Scuthern people, and prevented the con- 
tinuanee of a patronage that, before the 
war, constituted the ‘Chief support of 
their house.

THE SELMA RAILROAD. 


In a conversation, yesterday, with 
Gen. FORREs?T, President of the Selma 
Railroad, we were gratified to learn a

lay bare one of the most monstroua 
frauds ever perpetrated upon any Gov- 
ernment. The Vice-President of the 
Union Pacific Railrosd Campany, who 
was forced to testify, admitted that con- 
struction contracts had been made at 
rates varying from $42,000 to'$96,000 per 
mile—prices notorlousiy ¢qual to three 
times the actual cost of construction ; 
and, comparing. these prices with the 
receipts of the company, it will be found 
that they are calculated with great ex- 
actness to strip the company of every 
penny of its funds, so that in a short 
time its property may be sold under fore- 
closure of the first mortgage bonds, leav- 
ing New York to look where it may for 
its paltry loans of thirty to fifty millione. 

A Washington dispatch says the Prasi- 
dent has decided on the removal of Ger, 
Stoneman from the command of tbe 
Deparimentof Virginia, and the neces- 
eary orders will be promulgated from 
the War Department within a day or 
two. Lieut -Col. Granger, the senior of- 
ficer next in command, will succeed 
Stoneman temporerily, until a suitable 
officer can be decided upon.

CRIMINAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The Patterson Case. 

The Court convened at kalf-past nine 
o'clock. Theinterest in this extraordi- 
nary trial does not secm to abate in the 
slightest, but, on the contrary, seems to 
increase daily. The first witne-s called 
vesterday morning was R Soaith. 
His testimony was as follows: 

was at one time Sheriff of Shelby 
county. I resided in Memphisin 15865. 
Know where Thos. Dickens lives; it is 
some three and a half cr; four miles 
north-east of Raleigh, on — croes-road 
running from the Rapdoiph to 
the Covingion roads. The on- 
ly estresm that  interfenes be- 
tween Raleigh and Dicker’ piece isa 
amall one, called Dickens’ byanch. -1t is 
about a quarter of a mileithis side of 
Dickers'; don’t know If it isf~ridged now 
or not, it was once, but was’ not the last 
time that I crossed it. Itis ¢bout twelve 
feet wide.”? (Tne witness thftn explained 
to Gen. Sale the topegraphy.f the coun- 
try between Memphis and ybe Dickens’ 
place, by the three roade—the Randolph, 
old and new Raleigh roads.)’ Pow- 
ell lives this side of the bridge, about a 
mile. Iam noteure thatth«re is a hcuse 
bearer; there is an improvement, but 
don’t thinka house. There isa church 
about three-quariers of a mile this side 
of Dickens’,, beyond Raleigh. What ie 
termed ihe new Raleigh road is an inter- 
mediate road between the old Ra- 
leigh road, and the Randolph road, 
The church is from three to four hundred 
yards from the Randolph road. Dickens 
lives in a doub:e log cabin. It is a hilly 
country. There are bluffs closeto Hatchie 
river, called the Hatchie Banks. Tuoey 
are te the left of Mr. Dickens’ piace. 
Very hilly around the church. Therv is 
a branch tothe ieft of the church, close 
to Prior's, and one totbe right of Dick- 
ens’. The only springs that I remem- 
beristhe one termed the Poor House 
spring, ope at the church, and one at 
Priocr’s. Never had ecoasion to examiue 
the locality particularly, though I have 
deen there time and again, There are 
three or four springs between the church 
and Prior’s. ere is a house on the top 
of the hill opposite the church, abcut a 

uarter ofa mile to the noribeast. It is 

rior’s, It isin sight.” | 

Crossa-examined by Defense.—"' Dickens’ 
branch might be ten feet wide in some 
places, and double that in others. 
The road doses not through 
fleids or clearings on either side of the 
crossing. It iegyes the church to the 
right in going to Dickens’. The branch 
is not very deep, but in eomie places deep 
enough to swim in. It is a running 
stream throughout the whole summer. 
Of couree it does not furnish much water 
during the summer. Thcre are deep 
holes though. It is two or three hun- 
dred yards, be a quarser of 8 mile, 
from the church--between it and Dick- 
ens’, A man might get hig body under 
in it, but think it would hardiy go over 
his head, There is no bridge at Raleigh. 
The first bridge is two miles from Ral- 
eigb. It depends on what road you 
travel, as to whether yeu cross a rail- 
road. You do not cross one on the new 
Raleigh road except near town, On the 
old Raleigh road you cross it several 
times. Wolf river ia «bout 125 feet 
wide. There is always an abundance 
of waterin. it. The character of the 
ground oe the new Raleigh road is 
leve! from Memphis to Curr’s p!ace, and 
hilly thence to Raleigh, sad ence to 
Dickens’. There is another Way of going 
to Dickens’ than that spoken of. I: 
would be about a mile out of the way to 
travelit. Dickens’ house is about fifty 
yards from the road. The road was in 
the same place lest summer. The 
house has been there twenty years. The 
south bank of Wolf river is higher than 
thenorth. High water cften overcomes 
the north side, That bridge {on the 
new Ralelgh road) is five miles trom 
Memphis. The bridge on the Rando!p 
road is two miles. There are housag ail 
along the road every ‘lity yards until 
you get to Cubbine’ place. From there 
to the Marsh place not so thickly 
eettled. ‘There are seme shanties 
on the opp:site side of the river. 
Wolf river is not wo wide there 
as at Raleigh—not much difference, 
though. I remember no buildings nearer 
then Mr. Powers’ onthe new Raleigh 
road (te bridge over Dickens’ branch.) 
There is a elegring. ‘Theres may be a 
house to the right. Qn the new Raleigh 
road, the rai/road ia not crogged after you 
leave Memphis for thirty miles, Ths 
nearest route to Memphis from Dickens’ 
is through Kaleigh. The railroad crosses 
the old Raleigh road three times. There 
are several roads leading from one road 
to the other,”’ 

J. J. Murphy eworn—[Mr. Marphy 
had to be brought to the Court by an at- 
tachment of his person, and was com- 
pelled to purge himse.f of contempi. 
He was let off with paying the cost of 
the officers’ fees.] "‘‘Have means of 
ascertaining the amount of money 
paid out, and to whom it was 
paid by our banking house. (The 
Memphis Bank—Murpbhy & Cash), also, 
upon whose orders, checks and drafts it 
was paid, I can show it by the books. 
The acccunt of each msn is balanced 
every night, and, consequently, the 
ledger would tell it.”’ 

r. Murphy was then allowed te re- 
tire, with the request that he would 
send down hia book-keeper with his 
ledger. 

M. Apperson, reintroduced, 
his business books).—Tbe books of Mr. 
Apperson were examiced, but showed 
no transactions bearing on the case in 


Cross-examined by defense.—“* I ree 
member that Mr. Mitchell and W. H. 
Boiten were in my office together ; don’t 
remember the date. I remember it par- 
ticularly because Mitchell is not in the 
habit of coming into my office. 
He has not been there more 
than threeor four times since the war. 
He and Barney Armstrong had a con- 
versation outside the door. W.H. Bol. 
ton was at my desk writing letters. Bol- 
ton has done business with me thirty 
years. While they were there Patterson 
came fT, Remember it, because am 
apt to remember every one who 
comes into my office. Patterson came 
to a post in the office, and either 
hung up a coat, or examined one that 
was harging there. Saw nosaddie-bags 
—might have been there and not see 
them. Patterson staid but a few miu- 
utes. Sawhim go. Have been doing 
business with bim since war. D> his 
}entire business, and he stops at my of- 
fice always when jin town. Hoe gets his let- 
tersat my office. [heard no conversation 
between Bolton and Mitchell. Didn’t 
observe conversation between 
Patterson sud Bolton, Have read 
the in the papers. 
I did not remark any conversation what- 
ever. Did not see Patterson with sad- 
dle-bags. Don’tesay he didn’t have them. 
Don’t think he generally carries them. 
He may have had them andI not see 
them.’ 

Mr. Drake, book-keeper for Murphy & 
Cash, came in with the ledger. He 
stated that Mr. Patterson did not Keep 
an account with them, but Mr. W. H. 
Bolton did. The bocks showed the 
amounts of checks paid, and the name 
of the drawer, but not to whom paid. 
Certain amoynts drawo by Mr. Bolton, 
which the prosecution might 
throw some light on the case, Were found, 
and Mr. Drake was requested to bring 
‘the checks for the’ smount into court. 
He left to procure them, and the prose- 
eution announced the testimony for the 
State elosed. 


THE DEFENSE. 


The first witness for the defense intro- 
duced was Wade H. Bolton, who beifig 
sworn, testified as follows: . | 

‘*T have been doing business with E, 
M. Apperson twenty to twenty-five 
years. I] wasin town pretty much the 
whole of the week embracing the 18'h 
and 19th of February. When io town, 
in the day time I am .always about Ap-

A.—‘I have noth- 
ing agsinat his person; I don’t like his 
ways.’’ Q.—‘' Have you been on speak- 
ing terms with him for the past twelve 
mouths ?’’? (Objacted to by defendant, 
but objection overruied.) ‘‘I have not 
epoken to him for that length of tims, 
tor I havea’t seen him. Mr. Tom. Dick- 
eus and some one else came to my house ; 
in ‘67 and got dinner, That was be- 
iore the commencement of the lawing.”’ 

Q —‘' Did you not say as fate as Jan- 
uary, 1869, or December ’68, that you 
would give ten thousand dollars to know 
that old man Dickens was dead and in 
hell? Did you not say this to the two 
Humpbreys, at your own house?’ 

A.—‘' No! and whoever swears so per- 
jures himseif.

He lef: here two or three weeks ago, 
just after the shooting, He was wound- 
ed and lay on bis back at Davis’ for some 
time, but was moved out to Patteraon’s 
to save expense. He came to Memphis 
last March, a year ago. He remained at 
Tom Dickens a part of the time, 
he first came. He came to my house, 
but never stopped there over night uatil 
long afterwards. He went to Kentucky 
just summer to take depositions for Mrs, 
Sarah H. B>iton, in her suit against W 
f. White. Ha is the same Thompson as 
was here in fifty-eight in the Bolton 
trial. Hewas in Kentucky a mouth or 
six weeks. When he returned Patterson 
employed him to go to Missouri to take 
depostions. (Q.—by Gen. Sale— He is 
an expert at deposition taking?’ A.—‘I 
don’t know thaf he is.’) I never saw 
Tnman before that time at Patterson’s. 
Saw him once or twice since. I don’t 
kaow cf hia having been employed by 
Patterzon. I have stopped at Davie’ 
tavern since the war, when I came 
in town. I went to keno rooms 
with Patterson. Never played keno 
with him that I know of. 
er knew . Morgan. Never played 
keno at table with Pattersqn, Inman and 
Morgam, Could not have played at tabie 
with them witbout knowiog it. Iuman 
might have been at the same table, or he 
might not; I paid no attention as to who 
was there, iison lived at Dickens’ 
twelve or eighissp months; I saw him 
twice to know him, once by sight, and 
the other time I was iatrodaced.”’ 

Q by Gen. Sale.—‘' How did you know 
oy sight if you never had sesn him 
before, and were never introduced,” 

A.—‘' Bob Thompson and 1 were waik- 
ing together, and be and the two Hum- 
phreys were on the other side of the 
street, and he hailed Bob. After they 
went, Bob told me that he was Wilson. 
The next time wes on the 
corner of jefferson and Main. 
Joe Andrews iutrodyced uz, and when I 
met him (Audrews) afterward I a:ked 
him what ine introduced me to that Wil- 
gon for, when he hat! heard me say & 
hundred times thatI did not want to 
know bim.”’ 

Question by Gen. Sale.—‘' Why aid 
you not want to know him so bad? ”’ 

A.—"I told Andrews that Wilson 
would hear me say one thing, and make 
out that I said another. { know old 
Tom Dickens’ tricks, and shun ali men 
at his house.. I thought he 
( Wilson) was at Dickeng’ with ulterior

Question by same.—‘' Did not some- 
bouy attempt to assassinate you last 
summer?’

Question by same.—‘'' Did you 


not have this done yourself, as a. 
counter-irritant to the attempt on Dick- 
ens?” A. ‘*No, sir. it was dark. The 


shot was close to me, Whoever sbot ran 
away quickly aiter the 
rose bushes. 1am certain that I did not 
have it done myself. I carry saddie- 
bags; not of the biggest kind. Don’t 
remeber seeing any saddle-bags at Ap- 
person’s. Have known Mitchell several 
ears. Paiterson carried saddlebags. 
as at Apperson’s on the 19:h of Feb- 
ruary. Muichell was there, went away, 
and eame back again. Patterson only 
stayed a few mivutes. Don’t know what 
be came for. He went to the post 
where the cists hang. The saddiebags 
at Apperaon’s generally le under the 
tables or desks. I did not‘say to Patter- 
gon, ‘You have got more saddlebags 
than your share.’ Dido’t make any 
euch remark,” | 

At this point Mr. Drake arrived 
with the checks. Among them 
Gen. Sale picked out two for future 
reference—one a check dated Februar 
18:b, for $200, payable to self, signed W. 
H. Boiton, and the other was for $500, 
dated March 2, ’69, payable to E. C. Pat- 
terson, and accompanied by a note for 
$515 85, at ninety days, made by E. C. 
Patterson, payable to the order of W. H. 
Bolton. This done, the examination of 
Mr. Bolton continued ; 

“JT saw Inman at Davis’, but never 
epoke four words to him in my life, I 
never saw bim except at Davie’ tavern, 
the keno rooms, and Patterson’s.

I went home 
Sunday evening on the train, I don’t 
know Ben Capers. If he is the deputy 
Sheriff he served a bill on me on Friday ; 
not on Saturday ; in Apperson’s office.
